Detmonico and Cowboy would be a 
great name for a cop show if those 
titles weren't already reserved for the 
rib-eye. “Carved out of the rib section, 
where prime rib comes from, the meat 
is more marbled,” Condon says. “That 
makes it the most flavorful cut.” 
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The porterhouse is the steak you order 
before you get the electric chair. “It's 


big!” says Terry Condon, general manager 


of Gallagher's Steak House in New York 
City. “You're getting filet and sirloin, aka 
a strip, split bya bone down the center.” 
That makes for a lethal injection of meat. 


This steak is sometimes known as the 

New York or Kansas City strip, depending 
on the side of the Mississippi from which 
you hail. “The sirloin can be served bone 
in or out,” Condon says. “And it'sa more 
tender cut” This area on the cow doesn't 
build up that much muscle. Just like you. 


The most expensive and tender cut of 
steak is the filet because, unlike the 
rope swing at Janet Jackson's house, 
it has very little fat hanging from it 
“Depending on how thick you slice it 
the filet tends to take longer to cook 
than other cuts,” Condon says. 


The T-bone is like a porterhouse, but 
with a smaller filet and a bone across 


the top. “It’s a difficult cut to choose,” 


Condon says. “The two pieces can be 
inconsistent.” Your juicy filet could be 


complemented by a sirloin so veiny 
you'd swear it came off of Grandma.

THINK HORSES HAVE IT TOUGH? 


ree food is something rarely passed up. 


That is, unless it’s set out in a jockeys’ 
quarters. On a Wednesday morning at 

Ft. Lauderdale, Fl’s Gulfstream Park the 
‘only people munching on free bagels 
are the big guys. “Big guys,” in this case, 
meaning anyone taller than Elijah Wood 
or weighing more than a buck-twenty. In 
other words, non-jockeys. 

The jockeys themselves aren't so free 
to indulge. “If you don't make weight, 
you don’t ride,” says America’s best, 

John Velazquez. When your livelihood 
depends on saddling up, chowing down 
isn’t an option. So to pass the time, the 
men play pool, teach a non-Latino jockey 
how to ct in Spanish (“No, cabrén, 
‘Maric6n!"") or watch the two flat-screen 
TVs on the wall. One is always set to 
HRTV, a cable channel showing races from 
around the country. For reasons unknown, 
the other one is playing Martha. 

Velazquez is lucky. His races have 
a limit of 121 pounds, and he'll qualify 
easily. “I’m about 111 stripped,” he 
says. Then he gestures down to the 
underclothes he’s wearing—jersey, 
leggings and kneesocks. “So with this, 
'm maybe now 112.” He walks over to the 
scale in the jockeys’ quarters and hops 
up: The needle stops just short of 113 
pounds. He has guessed his weight to 
within a fraction of a pound. “I know my 
body very, very well,” he says. 

Safely under the limit, Velazquez fixes 
himself a breakfast feast: half a cup of 
coffee and a quarter of a bagel. It’s pretty 
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much all he'll eat until the day ends at 
5:30, “Maybe I'll drink some water or suck 
‘onan orange,” he says. Still, ina sport 
where stringent weight requirements 
‘mean some jockeys resort to dangerous 
weight-loss measures, Velazquez is 
fortunate to be letting his meal stay put. 
He pats his stomach, “Anything | put in, | 
keep in,” he says. “It comes out normal”

As race time draws near, attendants help 
riders dress. Velazquez—or Johnny V, as 
horse fans call him—is riding in six of 
the day’s 10 races. He will stretch, shave 
and strategize while studying the racing 
form. His mere presence in a race will be 
enough to alter the odds. 

In January, Velazquez received the 
Eclipse Award for Jockey of the Year—the 
highest award in his sport. He won it

Velarquer preps for

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money-eamer among all North American 
jockeys for two years in a row. His mounts 
pulled in almost $24 million in 2005 and 
another $22 million the year before.

says. “But when | realized | could actually 
earn money, | started paying attention, 
watching races and learning anything | 
could? The minimum age for entry was 
16, but the boys tried to get in at 14 
“They looked at my feet and said, ‘No, 
you're going to be too tal,” he recalls. 
“By the time | was 16, | was stil only 5- 
foot-3, so they let me in? 

In 1990, Velazquez journeyed to the 
US, staying with Cordero in New York 
and trying to race as an apprentice. 
Normally, wannabe jockeys in the States 
begin by working for an owner or trainer, 
and gradually move up to race riding, 

But thanks to his schooling and mentor, 
Velazquez went right to the track. 





“As an apprentice, you have to get 
45 wins in a year to move on,” Velazquez 


better keep winning, because you're not 
an apprentice anymore. Johnny V had 
101 wins as an apprentice. 

Because of his obvious skills, 
Velazquez races constantly. He saddled 
up more than 1,200 times last year, and 
is ona similar pace this year. And when 
he rides, he wins. On this particular day, 
the purses in Velazquer’s Gulfstream Park 
races range from $13,000 to $37,000. The 
winning horse's team gets 60 percent of 
the purse, of which the jockey gets 10

So far, Johnny V's 
been lucky, but he has stil taken his share 
of tumbles, “Sometimes it’s so fast that 
you hit the ground and you don’t know 
what the heck happened,” he says. “Then 
you just hope no one runs you over. A 
couple of times t've actually felt the horse 
run over me. Usually they don't hit you 
with all their weight —but when you 







percent. (He then has to pay out his agent 
and tip the stable help.) When Velazquez 
won the Dubai World Cup in 2005, the 

$6 million purse meant he walked away 
with more than $300,000. 

Yet even with paychecks like that, 
Johnny Vis still a grinder, riding multiple 
races every day he can. “If you don't ride, 
people think you're not hungry enough,” 
he says. “They forget about you quickly. 
There's always somebody they can 
replace you with when you take a break 
‘or get hurt. Then it’s hard to get it back.” 

‘As the day's races begin, Johnny V 
continues to talk money while keeping 
‘an eye on the television to gauge the 
track condition. The $24 million his horses 
earned last year means he took home 
more than $1 million after taxes and fees. 
‘As chairman of the jockey’s Guild interim 
board of directors, Velazquez knows 
that figure puts him into the pay scale 
stratosphere. If a jockey doesn’t finish 
among a race's top three, he only gets 
between $40 and $55. Of that, $4 goes to

really get stepped on, that’s when the 
danger comes. Some guys come back a 
year later, and some just never do.” 

Not all harm is done on the track, 
either. The sport's weight limits generally 
range between 110 and 122 pounds. “I 
can make weight for 99 percent of the 
races," Velazquez says. For the days when 
he's over, Velazquez primarily relies on 
the sweatbox—a steam room kept at a 
towel-soaking 118 degrees. Other riders 
sometimes opt for faster means. “Some 
guys use Lasix”— a dehydrating agent 
used to slow bleeding in horses—“some 
guys use laxatives,” he says, And, of 
course, there’s good old-fashioned 
purging, which jockeys call “flipping”

stall,” a special toilet in the locker room 
designed for the sole purpose of catching 
a jockey’s lunch. Gulfstream Park doesn’t 
have one—at least not officially. “It’s a

it that way. It’s been done for many, many 
years, and we're trying to educate young 
riders that they don’t have to do it” 





With his first race drawing near, Velazquez 
pulls out his homework—the day's racing 
form. He focuses primarily on spits for 
each horse's past races, comparing their 


ee 
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times at various stages of the run to see 
who brings the heat and when they bring 
it. From watching the day's first race, 

he has already noticed that the track is 
running fast. ("Those horses are fast, but 
they're not a minute-ten fast,” he says to 
‘a jockey across the room.) Today's races, 
then, are going to be faster than the 
horses are used to running, a bad thing 
if he's on a mount that doesn’t bring 
blazing speed out of the gate. 

‘At 130 p.m., Johnny V pulls on his silks 
for his frst run of the day. He'll be riding 
Keep Cruising, a 4year-old he's never 
mounted before. Judging by the horse's 
past times, Keep Cruising is an average 
racer at best, yet because Velazquez is in

the saddle, the horse comes in at 40-1, 
making him one of the favorites 

Once saddled up, Velazquez relies on 
instinct. *Y'm very relaxed on the horse,” 
he says. “I want to have a connection 
with him. It's a very basic feeling—trying 
to feel the horse and trying to read the 
race at the same time. When I don’t get 
the feeling, things don’t work out” 

His first race must lack that feeling 
Velazquez keeps the reins tight early on, 
holding the horse back before relieving 
the pressure and moving to the whip 
late in the race in hopes of making a 
run down the stretch. Yet Keep Cruising 
fades, finishing sixth out of seven. “I ride 
1,200 horses a year, so | can’t be perfect 
every time,” Velazquez says afterward. “I 
replay races in my head and second-guess 
everything. There are times | think, ‘Gosh 
{really screwed that up!" And this time? 
“There just wasn’t enough horse,” he says. 

His next mount doesn’t seem to have 
the same problem. Velazquez is on Ever 
Elusive, a horse he's won with the last 
two times out, and he holds back until 


} just the right moment, moving up from 


nextto-last to fourth at the halfway 
point. On the final turn, he emerges 
from the pack and charges ahead. For 15 
seconds, the other horses actually look 
like they're running in slow motion, and 
Ever Elusive takes the race by a length 
and a half. The $37,000 purse means a 
quick $2,200 in Velazquer's pocket. 

It's not bad for 70 seconds of work for 
a short kid from Puerto Rico. Frama
